Effective January 1, 1972, the Judicial Amendment to the Constitution of Indiana (adopted November 3, 
1970) became operative. This results in very extensive and substantial changes in the manner of selection, 
terms and composition of the Supreme Court and of the newly created Court of Appeals. This amendment was 
intended to remove such Offices from partisan politics and to provide better qualified justices and judges whose 
term of office would be more stable, and not subject to the results of political elections. 

Vacancies created after the effective date of the amendment are filled by appointment by the Governor froma 
panel of three nominees who are selected by the Judicial Nominating Commission upon the basis of 
qualification. I A 

The Justices of the Supreme Court no longer represent Seographical districts; however, the Judges of the 
Court of Appeals do represent the eographical districts provided by P.L. 427 of the 1971 General Assembly. 

Incumbent justices and judges of said Courts shall continue in office until the expiration of their elected 
term.* At the general election immediately preceeding the expiration of their elected term, their names shall be 
submitted to the electorate for approval or rejection as hereinafter. **Justices and judges appointed to such 
Courts after January 1, 1972, shail be subject to approval or rejection by the electorate at the next general 
election following the expiration of two years from the date of their appointment. Justices of the Supreme Court 
shall be approved or rejected by the electorate of the entire State; judges of the Court of Appeals shall be 
approved or rejected by the electorate of the geographical district whic they represent. Thereafter, if approved, 
such justice or judge shall continue to serve for ten years.
